eight in all beside the medium, We 
were ushered into a rather large room, 
in which were a bed and a few cbairs— 
the only furoiture in the room except 
the matting on tbe tloor and the cabi- 
net, which stood up against the outer 
front wall, and was of rude construc- 
tion, consisting of a rough, rec'angular 

framework, from which hung suspend 

ed tbree old gray blankets, covering 
three sides, the frout blanket baving 
had a square aperture cut out near the 
top, over which bung a small curtain 
which could be tbiust out with the 
hands by any one standing on the in- 
side. This light and simple construc- 
tion, with tbe front blanket thrown 
over the top as we went fn, fully ex- 
posing the inside up to the bare wall, 
was tilted over to show that there was

The lamp, which had been placed be- 
hind my chair on the door, was turned 
down previously, 20 that the room was 
dimly lighted, but not too dimly for us 
to distiuguish and recognize every 
member of tbe company. Soon the 
curtain began to shake as though hands 
were thrust against it. Then a white 
form, at frst indefinite as to shape, be- 
gan to lift and partially turn back the 
corners and sides of the front curtain. 
White vapory-looking bands were 
thrust out at the sides, and through the 


aperture near the top. Those coming 
out of the aperture soon began a beck- 


oning motion. Mr. Miller and daughter 
explained that tne spirits desired some 
one to throw them a handkerchief. I 
was the first one to toss mine. It did 
not reach the aperture but fell oa the 
door some inches from the curtain. I 
started forward to pick it up, but before 
my fingers coald touca it it was snatch: 
ed behind the curtain from tbe bottom 
of the cabinet. Others threw down 
their handkerchiefs and then tried to 
pick them up again before they were 
snatched from the inside, but in only 
one case was it a success, the epirits al- 
ways being too quick for the mortala. 
Then a chair was placed in front of the 
cabinet with the back toward the cur- 
tain. A white band and arm reached 
tbrough the aperture, and, taking hold 
of the chair, raised it to the ceiling, 
which was very low—too low for tbe 
cnair to be taken into the cabinet over 
i.s top, as Mr. Miller said would otber- 
wise have been done.

I 
took them, snd he led me rapidly back 
and forth in front of the cabinet, and 
nearly all the time he was rubbing my 
hands over a long, How ng, rather 
pointed beard as black as night and as 
soft as silk, though with rather a flaxy- 
like texture, each separate whisker, if 
I may so speak of it, seeming rather 
broad and flat, instead of round and 
wiry. lonceexamined what purported

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RELIGIOUS RIGHTS IN OHIO. 

The constitution of the state of Ohio, as 
it now stands, opens thue: 

“We, the people of the State of Ohio, 
grateful to Almighty God for our freedom, 
to secure its blessings and promote our 
common welfare, do establish this Consti- 
tution.” 

In article I, “Bill of Rights,” Section 7, 
it reads: 

“All men have a natural and indefeasi- 
ble right to worship Almighty God ac- 
cording to the dictates of their own con- 
science. No person shall be compelled to 
attend, erect, or support any place of wor- 

ship, or maintain any form of worship, 
against his consent; and no preference 
shallsbe given, by law, to any religious so- 
ciety; nor shall any interference with the 
rights of conscience be permitted. Nore- 
ligious test shal) be required, as a qualifi- 
cation for office, nor shall any p 
incompetent to be a witness on account of 
his religious belief, but nothing herein 
shall be construed to dispense with oaths 
and affirmations.
